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WAR DEPARTMENT LISTS 
DEAD AND MISSING MEN 
FROM COFFEE COUNTY 


The first consolidated listing of 
Army dead and missing in Worla 
War IIl—a compilation of names 
of nearly 810,000 men and women 
Who gave their lives in the Na- 
tion’s service—was _ released re- 
cently by the War Department. 

An over-all death and missing 
rate of 2.98 per cent from all 
causes was indicated by the list- 
ing. Of more than 10,000,000 
men and women mobilized into 
the Army between the Presiden-| 
tial declaration of unlimited na- 
tional emergency on May 2%,! 
1941, and the concluding’ date of 
the study January 81, 1946, a 
total of 807,554 had been killed | 
in action, died of other causes} 
or became missing, later to be de- 
termined dead, In addition, 1,424 
persons were still carried as miss- 
ing on January 81, 1946, bring- 
ing the total number of names in 
the list to 308,978. 

Of the total, 657.1 per cem, 
numbering 176,482, were listed as 
killed in action, Other casualty | 
breakdowns showed that  25,49% 
(8.25 per cent) died of wounds 
suffered in combat; 929 (0.3 per 
cent) died of combat injuries; 
$5,219 (27.6 per cent) died other 
than in battle, and 19,481 (6.5 per 
cent) were administratively deter- 


per ctnt of the total.

490, 77th Congress, after thor- 
ough investigation of each case. 

In the foreword of the booklets 
it was pointed out that the War 
Department is extremely — reluc- 
tant to hold out hope to next of 
kin that any missing persons will 
be found alive. It is expected that 
after a reasonable lapse of time 
and after due investigation, most 
of these missing cases will be 
closed with findings of death. 

The ‘death rate’ in various 
states (which also includes miss-} 
ing’) followed closely the propor- 
tions of their contributions to Ar- 
my strength, although some dislo-| 
cations were noted, especially in} 
the case of New Mexico, which 
early in the war suffered heavy 
casualties in a National Guard} 
unit in the Philippines. New Mex- 
ico, with four-tenths of one per 
cent of the Nation’s population, 
contributed .48 of one per cent 
of the Army’s strength, and suf- 
fered .66 of one per cent of the 
Army’s total deaths. The state’s 
death rate in the Army was 4.77 
per cent, as compared to the na- 
tional average of 2.98 per cent. 

The highest death rate was 5.05 
per cent for the District of Co- 
lumbia, but this figure included 
numerous Regular Army person- 
nel who gave their home address 
as The Adjutant General, Wash- 
inyton, D. C., although they did 
not actually live in the nation’s 
capital, Other high death rates 
were noted in Montana, with 4.53 
per cent; North Dakota, 4.14 peo 
cent, and Arizona, 4.01 per cent, 
The lowest death rate was in the 
case of the Territories, which lost 
only 1.18 per cent of their Army 
strength. Among the states, Mary- 
land, with 2.20 per cent, had tne 
lowest rate. Other states with low 
death ratios were Mississippi, 2.32 
per cent; Louisiana, 2.36 per centr; 
Alabama, 2.54 per cent; Florida, 
2.63 per cent. 

New York State, with thé larg- 
est population and the largest con- 
tribution to the Army’s strength, 
lost 81,215 persons, the greatest 
number of any state. Other high 
death totals were found in the 
more populous states: Pennsylva- 
nia, 26,554; Illinois, 18,601; Cal- 
ifornia, 17,022; Ohio, 16,827; ana 
Texas, 15,764, The least popu- 
lous states generally had _ the 
least deaths: Nevada, 349; Del- 
aware, 579; Wyoming, 652, and 
Vermont, 874. , 

To insure the greatest accuracy 
in preparation of the lists, the Ad- 
jutant General’s office in Wash- 
ington used punch-eard tabulat- 
ine and printing machines which 
automatically printed from coded

service expenses, most of which 
was for long distance messages 
and telegrams, to facilitate the 
work, 

“The bulk of Red Cross work 
in the local office in peacetime as 
well as in war,’ Mr. Rowe sald, 
“has to do with what is known as 
‘home service’, that is, assistance 
to servicemen, ex-servicemen ana 
their families. In some instances 
the serviceman presents his prob- 
lems directly to the office; in oth- 
er instances the problem is pre- 
sented to the executive secretary 
by the military authorities. These 
problems comprise inquiries and 
messages, information, social his- 
tories, furlough verifications, re- 
ports on health of families, assis- 
tance with government benefits, 
and financial assistance. 


“From another angle,” he ad- 
ded, “an examination of these sta- 
tistics does not vary considerably 
from month to month,” and these 


expenditures do not inelnde the} 


regular fixed overhead expenses 
necessary to maintain the Red 
Cross office for the Elba area,
